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Befote  reading,  remember: 

The  f reatest  joy  at  Christmas  time  is  that  wiiich  coiaes  of  giving.  The  joy  of 
receiving  is  immeasurably  increased  by  the  surprise  element.  The  unexpected 
gift,  thf  novel  gift,  the  gift  that  stresses  a particular  but  little-thought-of  utility — 
these  give  us  the  thrill  of  unusual  pleasure  at  Christmas.  Such  gifts  “hit  the 
spot”  V ithout  being  necessarily  expensive. 

“ Wh  it-to-give”  perplexity  comes  upon  many  of  us  at  this  time  of  year.  It  is 
a perio(.  when  we  are  in  need  of  definite  aid  in  selecting  something  quickly  and 
getting  something  appropriate.  We  should  not  expect  complete  satisfaction  in  a 
“last-cl  ance”  selection. 

The  ]>ages  following  contain  thoughts  conceived  in  what  is  believed  to  be  the 
true  pu  -pose  of  Christmas,  to  guide  the  Christmas  buyer  who  really  needs  hel{) 
for  his  December  purchases.  Above  all,  the  theme  of  utility  with  beauty  is 
stressed,  even  though  these  suggestions  very  largely  find  their  basis  in  the  realm 
of  things  woven  or  knit. 

This  pamphlet — 

1.  Does  not  contain  all  the  obvious  gifts  of  Christmas.  It  takes  for  granted 
that  so  ;ks,  shirts,  and  smocks,  for  example,  will  be  included  in  the  category  of 
sensible  and  welcome  presents. 

2.  Bi  t it  does  feature  many  that  are  so  obvious  in  our  daily  life  as  to  cause  us 
to  forge  t that  they  still  have  a real  place  on  the  Christmas  list. 

3.  Sometimes  suggests  that  a “gift  certificate,”  credit  order,  or  less  formal 
device  be  used.  Accompanied  by  a few  sample  patterns  the  gift  is  dramatized 
and  the  recipient  is  doubly  happy  in  that  actual  selection  may  conform  to  indi- 
vidual taste  and  harmonious  effect.  This  “order”  idea  may  apply  quite  generally 
to  acce  Jtable  items  which  otherwise  may  be  difficult  to  work  in  at  Christmas 
time. 

4.  M ikes  a strong  plea  for  the  giving  of  utilitarian  gifts,  insisting  that  Christ- 
mas is  t he  best  season  to  buy  real  needs  as  well  as  luxuries. 

5.  B(gs  you  to  remember  that  for  childhood  the  success  of  Christmas  Daj"  is 
largely  measured  by  quantity.  Therefore,  assure  success  by  adding  to  the  real 
Christn  as  gifts  those  articles  which  would  have  to  be  secured  as  a matter  of  course 
during  aisuing  months. 

6.  Has  the  same  general  suspicion  about  the  adult.  The  home,  the  automo- 
bile, tin  grown-up  need  many  things.  Why  not  make  Christmas  Day  the  occasion 
for  pre!  enting  some  of  the  articles  which  would  have  to  l)e  bought  sooner  or 
later?  Have  a little  fun  out  of  it,  if  you  wish.  Some  wiping  cloths  for  the  furni- 
ture or  automobile,  some  towels  for  the  kitchen  or  bathroom,  some  gloves  for 
rough  \ ork  about  the  house  or  garden,  some  sheets  and  pillowcases  illustrate  the 
idea. 

7.  On  page  12  are  groups  of  gifts  according  to  persons.
